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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . Claims 1 , 2, 4-6, 13, 1 5, and 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is vague. The phrase "a molecule and a nanoparticles nearby the 
molecule" is not clear as to how the molecule is related to the nanoparticles. Since its 
not clear as to how the molecules are related to the nanoparticles, the interaction of the 
composition with the analyte is also not clear. It would appear that the molecules are 
attached to the nanoparticles. If so, the claim should be amended accordingly. The 
claim is also incomplete because there is no correlation step that relates the detected 
absorption or emissions to the detection (or identification) of analyte. 

Claims 18 and 19 are vague because they do not appear to recite additional 
method steps that would further limit the method of claim 1 . Claims 18 and 19 appear to 
be reciting intended uses for the method of claim 1 and thus do not further limit the 
claimed method. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 
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3. Claims 1,2, 4-6, 13, 15, and 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Weiss et al. 

Weiss et al (US Patent 5,990,479) discloses a metliod of immunoassay using 
luminescent semiconductor nanocrystal compounds. The nanocrystal compound is 
capable of linking to an affinity molecule to form an organo luminescent semiconductor 
probe capable of luminescence and/or absorption and/or scattering or diffracting when 
excited by an electromagnetic radiation source of broad or narow bandwidth (col. 2, 
lines 17-67 and cols. 3-4). The affinity molecule can be antibodies, nucleic acids, 
proteins, drugs, etc (col. 6, lines 50-67). The affinity molecules are attached to the 
nanocrystals by a linking agent (cols. 7-8).
